Gentlemen: 


The following is the report of the Office of the County Attorney for 
the year 1971 

After the September, 1970 term, there remained twelve cases to be 
disposed of at the April, 1971 term. At the April, 1971 term, the Grand 
Jury returned forty-seven indictments against thirteen defendants and 
there were twenty-four appeal! cases from the various district courts against 
twenty-two defendants. This meant a total of eighty-one cases presented at 
the April, 1971 term. 

Of the twelve cases remaining from the September, 1970 term, five 
were disposed of by pleas, six were disposed of by continuances and one 
was disposed of by trial. Of the forty-seven indictments, thirty-three were 
disposed of by pleas, seven by continuances, six were disposed of by trial 
and one was nol prossed. Of the twenty-four appeal cases, seven were 
disposed of by pleas, four were remanded to the District Court, six were 
tried and four were continued while four others were nol prossed. 

This meant that forty-five defendants entered pleas at the April term 
while there were thirteen trials, sixteen continuances and five nol prosses. 
Of the seventy-nine cases handled, sixty-three were finally disposed of 
while three were appealed to the Supreme Court. Seven people were 
sentenced to serve terms at the County Jail or the State Prison and 
$6200.00 in fines were imposed by the Superior Court. 

At the September term, 1971, there were sixteen cases remaining from 
the April term and in two days the Grand Jury returned a total of 140 
indictments against forty different defendants. Five other indictments 
were presented but no bills were returned in these because in two cases 
alternative indictments were presented to the Grand Jury and they saw fit 
to return only two of them, leaving five “‘no bills.” 

Of the sixteen cases remaining from the April term, thirteen were 
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disposed of by pleas, two were continued and one was tried. 

Of the 140 indictments returned by the Grand Jury at the September 
term, 101 pleas were entered, three were tried, three were nol prossed and 
thirty-three were continued. In addition, we disposed of ninety-seven cases 
from other counties which were connected with some fifty Carroll County 
indictments. Of these ninety-seven cases, twenty-five were from Belknap 
County, thirty-eight were from Merrimack County, twenty-two were from 
Sullivan County and twelve were from Grafton County. 

At the September term, there were forty-seven appeal cases from the 
various district courts in our County of which thirteen were tried, one was 
continued, twenty-three defendants entered pleas and ten cases were nol 
prossed. 

Again at the September term, seven persons were sentenced to serve 
County Jail or State Prison terms and $8,515.00 in fines were imposed by 
the Superior Court. 

All in all, there were 329 cases finally disposed of in 1971 by our 
Superior Court. Of these 329 cases, four people were sentenced to jail 
terms and a total of $14,715.00 in fines were imposed.

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CARROLL COUNTY SHERIFF’S DEPARTMENT 


As Sheriff of Carroll County and as required by statute, I hereby 
submit my doings to the County Commissioners for the year 1971. 

Each year, as I have reported to you before, sees an increase in crime 
and the amount of time and money it takes to combat it. 1971 has been 
no exception, but this writer believes that with the modern equipment and 
extra manpower which you as a delegation have given us over the years, 
that we are able to cope with it and hold it down rather than have it 
increase at an out of hand rate. 

One of the big accomplishments during 1971 is the establishment of 
Carroll County as an area dispatch center, and the purchasing of new radio 
equipment. Also through our efforts, every town in Carroll County has 
purchased equipment to tie in with this new radio set-up. This is the 
system which I brought up and explained to the delegation last year. It has 
been funded on a 75% to 25% matching fund basis from the Governors 
Crime Commission. This new system puts the County and each town ona 
radio hookup used State wide by all Law Enforcement Agencies; and in a 
position to communicate directly with them. 

Riot equipment has been purchased so that now we have the necessary 
tools, etc., to combat any type of disturbance which may arise with less 
chance of officers involved to get injured. A box has been made to fit each 
cruiser so that this equipment is on the road and available at all times. 

Due to Court being in session at least half of the year now, and having 
to provide more security for the Courts, we have moved our bases back to 
the Court House. The boys in their spare time and on their days off have 
converted the two rooms which we occupy for office and dispatching so 
that the work can carry on in an efficient and businesslike manner. They 
also constructed a new “‘loot room.” 

Either this year or not later than next year the new Court setup, if 
adopted, will see three Court sessions in Carroll County rather than the 
two we have now. 

Another Court Officer was hired during the year which did much to 
alleviate the full time Deputies for their regular work. This coming year if 
it is possible we will have to put on one more. 

A part time clerk helped greatly during the year, and we are now in the 
process of hiring one full time, which will take a big load off the office 
Deputy. She would also be a woman Deputy to help out on all cases where 
it is advisable to have a matron or mature woman. Many cases also are 
coming into Court involving females, of which in case of illness or other 
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Court happenings, a woman, Deputy needs to be available. We have been 
late in fulfilling this position as we were presented with other higher costs 
in our projected budget after the delegation meeting, and I did not wish to 
ask for more if I could possibly help it. Deputies doing extra work have 
made it unnecessary and with the projected costs of insurance, radio, etc., 
not running as high as projected it seems I would have been O.K. 
budget-wise to have put this additional help on first of year. So it looks 
like we could end up with about that projected amount as a surplus. I 
certainly am happy and pleased that the members of my department 
helped create this, and without a grumble. 

Other good news is that our requirements for 1972 are not going to 
exceed too much more than that asked for last year. I also believe that we 
have shown this year, that although the money is available, we spent only 
the amount to give Carroll County the type of law enforcement which 
they are becoming accustomed to and deserve. 

Through the efforts of this department, policing services were offered 
to all towns of the County. One town is being done now with two others 
considering it. This is done without any cost to the County whatsoever, 
and does not interfere in any way with the regular workings of the 
Sheriffs Department. Other Counties in the State are doing the same 
thing. 

I look forward to meeting you at the delegation meetings, and 
answering any questions, also explain more fully what I have outlined in 
this letter to you. 

I wish to take this opportunity to thank the delegation and the 
Commissioners for all the help given me during the past year. I know you 
all have the interest of Carroll County at heart, and I look forward to 
serving with you next year.

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REPORT OF THE 
COOPERATIVE EXTENSION SERVICE 
LOA 


The Carroll County Cooperative Extension Service has the 
responsibility for providing educational programs in the fields of 
Agriculture, 4-H and other youth, Home Economics, Forestry and 
Community Resource Development. Cooperative Extension is constant- 
ly adjusting its program to meet changing times and changing needs. 
The people we work with are constantly changing and so must we. 

The methods used in carrying out our programs include meetings, 
tours, field days, service letters, radio, newspapers and work with other 
organizations. The educational information through Cooperation 
Extension Service is available to all residents of the county. The County 
Extension Agents work with anyone or any group who expresses a need 
and is willing to learn. 


1971 County Extension Activities 


1. The numbers of boys and girls in the county 4-H program 
increased 22% from a little over 600 a year ago to 755 this year 
under the direct guidance of approximately 100 adult 4-H 
volunteer leaders. Extension Homemaker’s groups increased 
their membership by approximately 30% during the year. 

2. Forest management advice was given to 224 owners involving 
10,600 acres of forest land. 

3. A home garden series was conducted, forest field day 
participated in, and talks given to other organizations about 
home gardening, landscaping and forestry management. Over 
800 adults and 1,230 school children participated. 

4. Estate planning meetings were held with over 130 husbands and. 
wives attending. Emphasis was on wills, inheritance taxes and 
partnership agreements. 

5. An estimated 196,000 acres of state and privately owned forest 
land in Carroll County were defoliated by the Saddled 
Prominent Insect. Prior to the defoliation, Extension Agents 
held two meetings informing 90 residents as to what could be 
expected and what they could do to save their valuable shade 
trees. The towns’ selectmen and county residents were informed 
as to the status of the Saddled Prominent Insect through 
newspaper articles, letters and telephone calls. 
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Drug programs were held in six towns with residents of other 
towns participating. Emphasis was placed on the use of drugs, 
legal aspects and sources of local help. 

Conservation planning assistance was given to town Conserva- 
tion Commissions, and educational programs were developed 
informing county residents about the Lakes Region Planning 
Commission and its function. 


. Members of low income families participate actively in most 


phases of the Extension program, not being singled out from 
the general public. It is, therefore, impossible to assess 
accurately the total time spent on low income work. However, 
during the year more than three weeks’ time was devoted 
directly to assisting low income families. 

Assistance was given in the areas of soil testing, building plans, 
insect control, plant varieties, and marketing to vegetable 
growers, greenhouse and nursery operators, livestock and dairy 
farmers throughout the county. Over 150 requests from 
commercial agricultural operators were answered. 

Requests for homemaking information exceeded 300; the 
majority falling into the following categories: consumer buying: 
nutrition; how to make/repair/maintain home furnishings and 
clothing. 

The Extension Service programs have reached individuals, 
families, and organizations in every town in the county. Total 
attendance at all Extension sponsored programs in 1971 was 
10,279:
